Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species '1 c' in the reply filed on May 2, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement 
as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 1-4, directed to 
the species of 'cartridge mine' IS no longer withdrawn from consideration since 
all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 5-8 to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 5-8 been 
cancelled.
